LOCAL SHANGHAI STAMPS, ISSUE 1389-93. 


Addendum to article in March number of the Yournal, 
YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, August 15, 1893. 
Editors American Journal of Philately. 

In the March number of the Journal you published an article from me 
on the existing type, at that time, of the stamps of Shanghai. When I sent 
you that article the Postmaster at Shanghai had assured me there would be 
no more surcharges made, so I believed the list then given would be as com- 
plete as my experience could make it. However, several surcharges with 
variations have appeared since and as I am told the former article has re- 
ceived some attention and been copied in European journals. I think, 
perhaps, a completion of the list may be desirable. Now that a set of stamps 
of an entirely different type has appeared, we can reasonably hope we have 
had the last of the varieties of the former type, and so the addendum can be 
safely prepared. As my list refers only to stamps of that particular type, I 
omit all reference to the present new stamps or to the provisional envelope 
or wrapper, which would belong to another subject, 

The following are the additions to the list :

The 2c. green and last 5c. red have never been surcharged “ Postage 
Due.” 

All the specimens of the above stamps which I have seen have the 
regular watermark, 

To those who collect the entire unsevered stamp in the case of these Mc. 
made by perforating the 5c. vertically, through the middle, there still remain 
four varieties of both the rose and red, viz. : 

(a) Lower bar of 2 curved on right half and straight on left half, 

(6) Lower bar straight on right half and curved on left half. 

(c) Lower bar curved on both halves. 

(2) Lower bar straight on both halves. 

I have seen no varieties in printing on Nos. 1 to 6 though they may 
exist. 

These half stamps, I am told, were not issued for use in Shanghai itself 
but for the outports where Shanghai stamps are used. This suggests another 
reference to the fact that the Shanghai stamps are not simply speculation, as 
some journals seem to delight in claiming. The point so often raised that 
subscribers to the Shanghai post do not use stamps can no longer be made, 
as I am informed that this privilege has been withdrawn. The stamps are, 
or have been in use at Foochow, Tientsin, Ningpo, Chefoo, and I know not 
how many other places, and are good for all distances between such Chinese 
ports but are not available for foreign postage. 

In my former article there were several errors in printing, two being im- 
portant enough for correction, viz.: In the footnote following the (+) the 
words “ olive tinge” should read d/we tinge. This dagger (+) is also omitted 
from the reference list itself making the footnote unintelligible; it should 
have been placed after No. 26 of the list.

THE SHANGHAI Local post. 


On looking through the “Philatelic Journal of America” I find the follow- 
ing reference to the Shanghai Local Post stamps: 

“The local post stamps of Shanghai are just a little worse than Seebeck’s. 
The provisionals continue to pour forth, the prices continue to advance and 
speculators prosper, while as a matter of fact the stamps are a very unimportant 
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part of the post of Shanghai, subscribers to it having the option of using stamps 
. Or not etc.” I would like very much to correct these statements and also to 
tell a little about the Shanghai Local Post. 

The Shanghai Local Post makes up mailz to the following treaty port: 
Amoy, Chefoo, Chinkiang, Foochow, Hankow, Ichang, Kiukiang, Nanking, 
Newchwang, Ningpo, Peking, Swatow, Taku, Teintsin. Wenchow and Wuhu. 

Up to January rst, 1893, people living in any of these ports were allowed 
to pay a certain amount a year for all letters sent, and all stamps before that 
time were only for the use of persons who were not subscribers, but on Jan., 
1st, a new set of rules were established saying ‘‘that there would be no more 
subscriptions received after that date, and that all persons must use stamps” 
and the rate of postage was fixed as follows: 

All letters 5c for each %oz. or fraction thereof, 

Post card 5c each. 

Newspapers and Circulars, 2c each, not exceeding 4 0z. 

Registration roc for each letter or parcel. 

The rules were sent to the different post offices in China. The stamps in 
use at that time being the 2c green, 5c vermilion, 10c yellow, 15c violet and 
zoc brown. Soon after these rules were made, there were many protests pub- 
lished in the “North China Herald”’ against the high rates of postage, etc. So 
on March 1st 1893 the rules were changed and the postage reduced to 1c per 
oz. for letters, Post cards 1c each, Newspapers and Circulars %c each, not ex- 
ceeding 4 oz., and registration 5c. 

Having no %c and rc stamps, and the 15c and 2oc being but little used, 
they were surcharged ONE HALF CENT and ONE CENT respectively. 
Before this time when the first rules were made, the stamps of each value were 
surcharged “POSTAGE DUE” so as there were only a few of the 15c and 
2oc stamps on hand to be surcharged, they soon ran out of them and were 
obliged to surcharge the 2c and 5c, Mc and rc respectively. 

The first lot surcharged were on half of the 2c brown and 5c rose, but 
running out of these also. the 2c green and 5c vermilion had to be surcharged. 
The stamps were not sold to the public, but were put on letters that came into 
the office, many persons tried to buy them but were unable to do so, but when 
the stamps of the new issue arrived, the remainder were disposed of. The 
new set consisted of the following values ‘4c, 1c, 2c, 5c, 10c, 15c and 20c and 
a few weeks later the ‘‘Postage Due’’ stamps arrived consisting of the values 
of 1c, 2c, 5c, 10c, 15¢ and 2oc. 

November 17th, being the 50 aniversary of the Shanghai concession being 
granted, the municipal council have decided to issue a set of Jubilee stamps 
of the following values 1c, 2c, 5c, toc, 15¢, 20¢. 

You will see by these facts that the Local Post Stamps of Shanghai are 
nothing like the “Seebecks” and subscribers do not have the option of using 
stamps or not. I am, Yours faithfully,

OUR ENGLISH LETTER. 


By Epwarp J. NANKIVELL. 


Lonpon, September, 1893. 
There is every promise of a most satisfactory season for philately in all 
its branches during the coming season. Auctioneers are deluged with stuff 
for sale, and are fixing sales a long way ahead. ‘Their chief difficulty is to 
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work in the parcels submitted to them. Naturally, the collector who has 
decided on selling part of his collection wants to finger the dollars as soon as 
may be for their reinvestment in his specialty. But it will be a case of 
waiting your turn, What is to be the end of this auction business the Lord 
only knows. Up to the present it seems only to have whetted the appetites 
of Oliver Twists of the Philatelic persuasion. And I am inclined to believe 
that the real and most marked result of the interposition of auction sales 
will be to give a business permanence to stamp collecting as a whole. Before 
the advent of the auction series people by the dozen collected “on the 
quiet,” not caring to admit that they were smitten in such a childish direc- 
tion. Now that a stamp has become a realizable asset,” and a possible 
source of profitable investment, lo, and behold, the scene changes, the 
childishness disappears, and the ability to buy well for investment is recog- 
nized as a desirable possession. The serious partner of a small wife and 
a large family no longer hesitates to admit that he has a fondness for old 
postage stamps “that will be all right you know if any thing happens to me.” 


But in the auction line the event of the day is the announcement by 
Mr. Cheveley that he deserts from henceforth from the ranks of the dealers 
and enrolls himself amongst collectors in general. He finds the auction 
business quite enough to satisfy his desire for hard labor. In collecting he 
is taking in the whole show; no specializing. 


Mr. Stanley Gibbons is another recruit to the ranks of collectors from 
the ranks of dealers. He has retired as you all know from his business as a 
dealer and now enjoys life in a beautiful suburban retreat. The last time I 
had a chat with him he told me that he was specializing British Bechuana- 
land. But I am inclined to think that he is much more intent upon enjoying 


himself and in entertaining his friends than he is upon specialising British 
Bechuanaland, for I] was able to show him some varieties that he had not 
got, all of which were obtained from Stanley Gibbons Ltd. He is now one 
of the most regular attendants at the meetings of the London Philatelic 
Society, and “hail, fellow, well met” throughout the stamp collecting fra- 
ternity. He has made his “pile,” and a pretty considerable “ pile’ dame 
rumor credits to his account, 


A well known American collector has been over here on a visit, and has 
been much impressed with the substantial work of the London Society ; so 
much so, that he is going back, 1 am told, with the intention of enthusing 
his own society in New York to go and do likewise in the matter of special 
historical cataloguing, So you may expect some developments on new lines 
ere long. And you will have the good wishes of collectors on this side. 


But why is it that more of your collectors do not turn up at our London 
Society’s Rooms? Our rooms are open daily, are most central, and there is 
certainly no American collector, of good standing, who would not find a 
hearty welcome amongst us. A card of introduction to the Hon. Sec. is all 
that is required to make a visitor one of us during his stay in the metropolis. 


I must not close this letter without congratulating you on the last paft 
of your Catalogue for Advanced Collectors. It is a splendid instalment of a 
work that, so far as it has gone, has been accepted by the leading collectors 
on this side as the best thing yet attempted in that line. We come near 
swearing, now and then, at what seems to the outsider to be terribly slow 
progress. Most of us would like to have the work completed “ Hey, Presto!” 
style, but it is better to be slow and safe, than to be rushing out to-day, to 
repent to-morrow of undue haste.

OUR LAST WORD ON THE DE COPPET AUCTION. 


We almost feel regret at ever having written a word, beyond a bare re- 
port of the sale, about this affair, as our words and intentions have been 
misconstrued, on many sides, ever since we first launched into criticism. 

In the first place it has been assumed that our remarks were inspired by 
business jealousy, whereas our commanding position, in this country, should 
have secured us against the imputation of such petty motives, and secondly, 
an impression seems to obtain that we intended to injure the reputation of a 
fellow dealer with whom we have always been on the friendliest footing. 
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A number of resident collectors expressed to us their dissatisfaction at 
the method of conducting the sale, and as an organ of public opinion in 
philately, we felt constrained to voice their sentiments. 

As to the second fallacy a more extended explanation is in order. 

The only charge of unfair dealing laid at the door of Mr. Albrecht was 
contained in the letter of Mr. Blest, and as this letter has been openly nulli- 
fied and withdrawn in our columns, Mr. Albrecht’s reputation as an honest 
dealer remains unimpaired. 

It has been thought that the lines headed “Blest, Albrecht and De 
Coppet,” which appeared in our August number, were from our own pen, but 
ic will be seen, on page 435, that they are merely extracts from the PAilatelic 
Journal of Great Britain without word or comment from us.

BRITISH BECHUANALAND.—From the rst of April the Postal Tele- 
graphic affairs of Bechuanaland are to be conducted by the Cape authorities 
in the same manner as obtains in the post and telegraph offices throughout 
the Cape Colony. This action was agreed upon some time ago by the Cape 
and Bechuanaland Governments, it being found that such an agreement 
will simplify the working of the department and be the means of a saving in 
expenditure, eventually, to the Government of Bechuanaland. 

The entire transfer of such an important branch of the public service 
naturally threw a great deal of work on to the Colonial authorities, and it is 
satisfactory to know that in the hands of Mr. J. Henry, the Postmaster of 
Kimberley, and Mr. Gilbert, Inspector of Telegraphs in Griqualand West, 
this work has been adequately fulfilled, and the department is now running 
smoothly all along the line. Mr. Henry and Mr. Gilbert personally visited 
the offices as far as Mafeking, and after a very busy period returned to 
Kimberley, where other pressing duties await them at the beginning of this 
week. There are still a few arrears to clear up, but otherwise the Bechuana- 
land P. M. G. and Superintendent of Telegraphs Department is practically 
abolished, and the Government will save its expense while continuing to 
receive a share of the revenue. 

The new arrangement may prove to be but the beginning of a system 
under which all the States of South Africa, while retaining local government 
in local affairs, will be one with the chief colony in so far as such things as 
posts and telegraphs are concerned. There may be here the beginning of a 
United South Africa, in which railways, posts, telegraphs, and similar de- 
partments of a universal nature, may be worked from Capetown only to the 
general good. But in the meantime we hope that there will be a lowering of 
postal rates in this territory and the establishment of P. O. Savings Banks, so 
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that the public as well as the Government will reap some advantage from the 
new arrangement.—(From the Bechuanaland News, April 8th, 1893.)— 
Monthly Journal.

We also find evidence that the Postal Union and 
Local Wrappers are printed on the same sheet, for in the upper margin of a 
badly cut Postal Union Wrapper, with “rayiLLa,” &c.,in capitals, there are the 
letters “yo” of the word “cuyo” in the instruction at the side of the Local 
Wrappers, All the above are on deep buff or orange paper, tapered and 
gummed at the right hand end, (Monthly Journal.) 

Mr. Witt has shown us the frank of the Hidaldo express, which is printed 
on an envelope of thin wove yellow buff paper with stamp of same type as 
current adhesive. Mr. Witt has also shown us the new 2c card.

SEYCHELLES.— Messrs. Cameron & Co., kindly sent us panes showing 
the two settings of the 3c on 4c, to which we referred last month, There is 
just sufficient difference to show that the type has been reset, and that is 
about all that can be said, Most of the same figures and letters seem to have 
been used, A figure “3” with a bit out of the head, which was previously on 
the fifth stamp in the first and sixth rows, now appears on the sixth stamp of 
the third and eighth rows. Another cracked numeral, which figured upon the 
fourth stamp in the second and sixth rows, has been discarded in the second 
edition; on the other hand, we now have a defective letter “C’’ on the first 
stamp in rows one and six. (Zhe Monthly Journal.) 

SHANGHAI.—The Stamp News describes some extraordinary varieties 
of the 2c on half of 2c: “A pair has been found, each half of the left hand 
stamp of which is overprinted ‘‘1 cent in green, and of the right hand “1 
cent ’in smaller type, in black, in addition, in each case, to the normal “1Ct.,” 
in blue. It appears that a sheet was surcharged in different types and colors 
for the authorities to choose from, and that from a spirit of economy (or in 
the interests of philately) this sheet was afterwards overprinted with the 
adopted type, and issued (for use). We gather that none of the copies of these 
interesting varieties were allowed to go astray.” 

Le Timbre- Poste notes the 20 cash of 1889 on paper with the watermark, 
but apparently laid, instead of wove. We fancy that this must be another of 
these instances in which the apparent laid lines are due to something in the 
printing, or to some manipulation after the paper was made.—Jonthly 
Journal.

Dear Sir: 

In looking over part four of your advanced catalogue, on page 239 I 
see you say, ‘‘ If the stamp is subjected to some chemical action (the char- 
acter of which we do not know) the net work will show on the face of the 
stamp in light brown.” You also state that in some cases where not observ- 
able on the face it shows faintly on the back. AsI have given some attention 
to this net work on the Prussian and North German Confederation stamps, I 
take the liberty of giving you the results of my investigations, which possibly 
you may wish to incorporate in your catalogue when you come to treat of the 
Prussian issues. Quite a full article on the subject was published in Senf's 
Illustriertes Briefmarken Journal of February 6th, 1892, volume 19, No. 3. 
This article is signed with the initials A. K. M. A. The object of the net 
work is undoubtedly to prevent counterfeiting, as it remains invisible except 
under circumstances which will appear later, It is printed on the paper 
before the color printing is done, and is done with some salt of lead, very 
probably sugar of lead. The development of the net work may be either 
natural or artificial, By natural development | mean when a stamp is’sub- 
jected to impure air containing sulphureted hydrogen. For example, when 
letters are left in closets into which gas or sewer gas is leaking, or, possibly, 
when letters are exposed in chemical factories or laboratories where there is 
sulphureted hydrogen in the air. The resulting developed net is always 
under these circumstances black. Sometimes, when development is not 
carried to its full extent, the black is so slight as to appear grey, but I can 
not agree with you in ever calling it brown. When developed artificially it 
may be either yellow or black. The yellow development, which is, however, 
not so striking as the black, is done by exposing the stamp to action of 
chromate of potash, while the black development is done by the use of sul- 
phureted hydrogen gas. I inclose three stamps. A is of the first rouletted 
series, Scott’s No. 80. The upper half has been exposed to the action of 
chromate of potash for the same length of time as the upper half of C, but 
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you will notice that no development has taken place, The lower half has 
been exposed to the action of sulphureted hydrogen for the same length of 
time as the upper half of B, and here again no action has taken place, show- 
ing conclusively that the first series were not printed with the net work. 
Stamp B, Scott’s No. 91, was treated as follows: the upper half was damp- 
ened and exposed to a stream of sulphureted hydrogen, which has developed 
very perfectly the net. The lower half has not been treated, and, you will 
see, shows no trace of the net. Of stamp C the upper half was placed in a 
weak solution of chromate of potash with the upper half of A and left in it 
over night. There has been some development of the net work but the 
coloring matter in the chromate of potash has apparently spread into the 
fibre of the paper so that the net is unsatisfactory. You will see, however, 
that the same appearance does not obtain on the back of the stamp as on the 
face, thus showing that the net work has something to do with the appear- 
ance of the stamp, and that it is not sim: ly stained with the chromate of 
potash, The lower half of C has not been treated, and the net work can be 
developed either black or yellow as desired. The issues on which this net 
work occurs are the second issue of Prussia, Scott’s No. 6 to 8, the third issue 
of Prussia, Scott’s No. 9 to 12. Of these stamps the three silber groschen 
seems to be particularly heavily printed, so much so that in some cases after 
development in black the engraving can hardly be seen. Of the North Ger- 
man Confederation stamps the second issue, Scott’s 88 to 93, and the second 
issue, Scott’s 94 to 98, as well as the Hamburg stamp, Scott’s No. 99, and 
Officials, Scoit’s 113 to 121, all show the net work. I must qualify the above 
sentence, however, by saying that the North German Confederation stamps 
printed during January and Februiry, 1869, do not show the net work, 
which seems to have been introduced in March, 1869. The first stamp with 
the net work which has been found was cancelled March 2gth, 1869, but all 
earlier cancellations than that failed to develop the net. There are two 
distinct designs of the net work, of which the North German Confederation 
is the less complicated, and bears a striking resemblance to the engraved net 
work of the so called Alsace-Lorraine stamps, the German war stamps. The 
Prussian net work is considerably more complicated. During the first half of 
1869 the net work is found printed with the points down, like the stamps with 
inverted network of Alsace-Lorraine but during the latter half of 1869 the net- 
work appears with the points up, like the regular issue of Alsace-Lorraine. On 
the official stamps the points are either to the right or left, but never up or 
down so far as I have been able to discover. 

If it would be of interest to you to study these nets more closely, and 
you have not the laboratory appliances at hand, it will give me great pleasure 
to develop the net work of any reasonable number of stamps which you will 
send me for that purpose, and to return them to you. I have so few dupli- 
cates in my collection that I am unable to furnish you with developed speci- 
mens of the Officials or Hamburg and Prussian stamps, 

Allow me to congratulate you and Mr. Collin on the magnificent work 
which you are doing on the permanent catalogue. I have been using it as it 
appeared in the Journal, but have now subscribed for the regular issue, and 
am surprised to see the liberality with which it is being published, 

Hoping you will find the subject matter of this letter of sufficient interest 
to plead my excuse for an intrusion upon you, I beg to remain,

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TIERRA HEL FUEGO, PATAGONIA, 

One of the rarest of postage stamps, probably, is that of “Tierra del 
Fuego,” the history of the issue even being hardly known to the world of 
philatelists. A correspondent in Patagonia, however, sends me the following 
story of “‘ How the Tierra del Fuego stamp originated, and why so few are 
in the hands of collectors. 

“A small steamer runs occasionally from Ushuwaia, the principal town 
of Argentine del Fuego, to Sandy Point (Puntas Arenas, Chili), in the Straits 
of Magellan, conveying local correspondence to catch at the latter point the 
Pacific Mail Steamers for the South American West Coast. 

“The authorities at Ushuwaia state that a Mr. Popper, a member of the 
Argentine Trading Company there, had the stamps printed on his own 
authority, and had them used on one batch of letters by this steamer to 
indicate the postage (paid, we presume, to the Trading Company for con- 
veyance of the mails). The Government of the Argentine Republic, how- 
ever, of which Tierra del Fuego forms a part, confiscated the stamps and 
stopped their use, and the Chilian authorities at Sandy Point equally objected 
to them, so that the circulation of Tierra del Fuego stamps came to an un- 
timely end. It thus appears that they were not in any way a Government 
issue, though they may have been genuinely issued by a Letter-carrying 
Company.”

CORRESPONDENCE. 


Aug 18, 1893 

Dear Sir: I note in your late letter a request for information regarding 
the meaning of the pen point marks in certain Japanese stamps. As you 
have so often kindly given me a great deal of information, I have taken a good 
deal of pains to get this matter straight for you—submitting the matter to 
various Japanese and American dealers and collectors. 

I enclose a sample sheet of stamps, which shows the stamps thus can- 
celled. These were sheets sent out by the P, O. Department to the different 
post offices when the stamps were first issued as samples—just as our own 
department did, and the pen point marks were cancellations to prevent the 
stamps being used—corresponding to our “specimen,’’ but much less 
offensive. 

I have placed on the sheet the translations as nearly as possible of the 
Japanese writing. It is not possible to translate it literally. It is signed by 
the Prime Minister, though at present such papers must be signed by the 
Post Master General.
